Of  course  we  would 
like  to  get  a  ground-fboor  store-front  premises  that  we  could  af- 
ford,  but  so  far  we  have  not  been  able  to  find  such  a  place,     "entr, 
would  have  to  come  down  and  our  ability  to  pay  would  have  to  go  up. 

I  dont  spend  as  much  time  working  at  the  office  as  I  used  to. 
I  am  spending  more  time  at  home.     Edith  is  fretting  along  quite  well 
but  of  course  still  must  use  a  wheel  chair  when  we  leave  the  house. 
And, then, lam  72  yrs.   now  and  have  to  think  of  myself  more,  and  ray 
affair j  need  attention  as  I  em  sure  you  understand. 

We  dont  get  out  a  Section  Bulletin  or  newsletter  or  even  the 
occasional  lette  r  to  members.     I  dont  have  the  capacity  to  io  it 
all  myself,  and  there  seems  no  one  else  to  do  it.     We  keep  in  touch 
though,  as  best  we  can,  with  ether  sections  and  members.     He  get 
bulletins  from  Lois  $Sheel,  and  from  Long  Beach  (Two^  News),  and 
from  Vancouver,   occasionally  from  Windsor,   etc. 

Of  course  we  will  send  a  subscription  to  the  magc^ines   to  your 
contact  in  Peace  River  if  you  wish,     tfe   (Edith  and   I)   will  be  taking 
a  holiday  over  the  next  two  weeks  or  so,   to  the  Lake  of"  the  Woods 
area  in  NW  Ontario.     I'll  try  to  handle  accumulated  business  when 
I  get  back,  with  less  delay  in  the  future,   I  hope.

Greetings  Jack: 

Your  last  letter  was  received  on  14th  Dec  83,  afe  which  time  we  were 
3till  at  the  address  you  used::  9203S  112th  St.,  in  The  HUB  Mall  of  the 
University  of  Alberta.  We  are  now  at  a  new  address:  #3^7,  8540  1^9  St., 
Edmonton,  Alta,  T6G  1E6.  Thereby  hangs  a  tale. 

We  were  in  the  former  premises  for  almost  7  years.  The  last  3-year 
lease  expired  as  of  1st  April  1983.  There  was  a  delay  in  the  renewal  of 
the  lease,  and  we  were  given  to  expect  a  rent  increase  of  up  to  100$.  At 
the  end  of  June  were  given  an  eviction  notice,  to  be  effective  two  months 
later,  at  the  end  of  August.  We  appealed  for  an  extension  of  one  month 
and  got  it.  That  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  appeal  to  the  University  top 
management  and  to  the  students  and  academic  staff  in  September  when  the 
new  winter  session  was  under  way.  Of  course  we  began  our  campaign  at  the 
first  level  -  the  Manager  of  the  H^Bj  thence  on  up  to  the  President  of 
the  University.   The  University  administration  would  not  reconsider  under 
any  circumstances  (we  offered  higher  rent,  etc.).  They  wanted  to  have  a 
truly  commercial  enterprise  in  our  space.  We  tried  to  set  up  as  a  book 
store  handling  publications  in  'Science  &  Society1  subjects  including 
Technocracy.  Nothing  worked.  The  Students'  Union  organization  passed 
a  resolution  in  our  favor.  The  HUB  Merchants  voted  in  our  support. 
Various  members  of  the  academic  staff  and  students  wrote  letters  in  our 
favor.   Under  the  guidance  of  a  lawyer  member  we  took  tentative  legal 
action  on  the  basis  that  they  had  given  us  to  understand  we  would  get 
a  renewed  lease.  We  didn't  get  far  with  that  either.  We  overstayed  our 
month-to-month  tenancy  till  the  end  of  December,  at  which  time  we  moved 
to  this'  new  address  on  the  3rd  floor  of  the  Noble  Bldg.,  about  half-a-dozen 
blocks  from  the  University,   This  office  has  no  public  exposure  and  is  of 
little  interest  to  members.  We  have  suffered  a  severe  set-back.  We  expect 
to  move  again  from  here  by  end  of  June,  as  we  are  having  difficulty  in 
finding  the  money  to  pay  the  increased  rent  and  other  expenses 'here,  and 
in  any  case  there  no  justifidation  for  stagnating  in  such  a  poor  location. 
We  may  end  up  putting  our  equipment  and  records  in  storage  until  a  suitable 
location  is  found.  Rents  are  still  far  beyond  our  reach.   Our  membership 
is  very  small,  and  our  means  are  very  limited. 

With  regard  to  the  money-making  scheme  that  you  sent  with  your  letter, 
it  has  been  given  careful  consideration  by  our  executive  (3  members).  We 
all  agree  that  it  would  be  considered  illegal  in  this  country  and  we  would 
not  dare  touch  it.   So  far  I  have  not  found  anyone  else  to  take  it  up. 
Too  risky. 

We  are  still  disorganized  as  a  result  of  our  move.  I  remember  you 
visited  The  HUB  office  one  time.  You  will  appreciate  what  an  excellent 
location  it  was  and  what  a  great  loss  we  have  suffered.   It  was  an  asset 
to  the  entire  continental  organization.  Too  bad  it  is  gone.  I  would 
say  it  is  irreplaceable.   But  we  will  survive.

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Atlanta  slowly  nears  rapid  transit

ATLANTA  —  After  paying  for  rail 
mass  transit  for  six  years,  people  in  At- 
lanta finally  have  something  to  look  at 
—  though  still  nothing  to  ride. 

Cranes,  barricades  and  dynamite 
blasts  have  invaded  the  city's  core,  tun- 
nels have  been  dug  under  famed  Peach- 
tree  Street,  several  downtown  thorough- 
fares have  been  blocked  and  a  12-mile 
gash  has  been  cut  for  the  first  line  of 
tracks. 

Huge  concrete  structures  have  risen 
east  of  downtown,  where  much  of  the 
rail  system  is  elevated.  Several  down- 
town blocks  have  given  way  to  make 
way  for  the  rails.  And  Underground  At- 
lanta, the  tourist  attraction  of  shops  and 
nightspots  beneath  a  section  of  down- 


town streets,  has  lost  half  its  territory  to 
the  right-of-way. 

Officials  at  MARTA  —  the  Metropoli- 
tan Atlanta  Rapid  Transit  Authority  — 
say  they  will  open  the  first  section  this 
year,  on  Christmas  Day.  That  section  in- 
volves 6.7  miles  of  the  53-mile,  X- 
shaped  layout  approved  by  voters  in  a 
November  1971  referendum. 

Money  to  build  the  system  is  coming 
from  a  1  percent  local  sales  tax  accept- 
ed in  the  same  referendum  and  from 
federal  taxes,  which  cover  $800  million 
of  the  $1.02  billion  budget  for  what 
MARTA  officials  call  Phase  A  of  the 
project. 

Phase  A,  the  only  portion  of  the  plan 
funded,  will  extend  8  miles  east,  4  miles 
west,  2  miles  north  and  a  few  blocks 
south  from  a  central  station  at  Five 


Points,  a  downtown  intersection.  That 
much  is  to  be  completed  by  April  1981. 

There  is  no  timetable,  even  tentative, 
for  completing  the  rest  of  the  system. 
"It  is  totally  dependent  on  federal 
funds,"  a  MARTA  spokesman  says. 

Some  critics  say  a  rapid  rail  system  is 
obsolete,  or  at  best  wrong  for  Atlanta, 
whose  sprawling  suburbs  will  not  be 
weaned  easily  from  the  automobile.  Is 
MARTA  concerned  that  it  might  be 
building  for  the  past  instead  of  the  fu- 
ture? 

"We're  not  worried  at  all  about  it," 
the  MARTA  spokesman,  Mak  Gebre- 
Hiwet  said.  "Look  at  the  energy  crunch. 
It's  not  going  to  ease  up."  Rail  transit, 
he  said,  "will  be  the  way  of  the  future."

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Treasury  official  says  value 
of  dollar  may  be  bottoming  out

MEXICO  CITY  —  A  top  U.S.  Treasury 
official  said  yesterday  that  "it's  quite 
possible"  the  long  decline  of  the  dollar 
may  be  over. 

Undersecretary  of  the  Treasury  Anth- 
ony Solomon  gave  his  view  at  a  news 
conference  after  the  first  meeting  of  the 
'<  International  Monetary  Fund  Interim 
Committee. 

He  said  many  of  the  world's  financial 
leaders  who  gathered  in  Mexico  City  for 
the  IMF  meetings  believe  that  the  dol- 
lar, which  has  plunged  in  value  com- 
pared with  the  Japanese  yen  and  West 
German  mark,  has  reached  its  low 
point. 

Members  of  the  West  German  and 
Japanese  delegations  also  said  they  felt 
the  dollar  was  bottoming  out  in  ex- 
change markets. 

Other  IMF  sources,  however,  cau- 
tioned that  more  bad  news  about  the 
U.S.  inflation  rate  or  trade  deficit  could 
weaken  the  dollar  further.  The  drop  in 
the  value  of  the  dollar  has  raised  the 
price  of  some  imports  and  increased  liv- 
ing costs  for  Americans.  But  it  also  has 
made  U.S.  exports  cheaper,  especially 
compared  with  West  German  and  Japa- 
nese goods. 

Encouraging  prospects  for  passage  by 
Congress  of  an  energy  bill  and  Presi- 
dent Carter's  new  anti-inflation  meas- 
ures have  contributed  to  optimism 
about  the  dollar. 


"I  think  the  dollar  has  bottomed  out," 
said  Manfred  Lahnstein,  undersecretary 
of  the  West  German  Finance  Ministry. 
"You  are  going  to  have  an  energy  bill. 
The  psychology  has  changed." 

The  dollar  has  had  a  loss  of  more 
than  20  percent  of  its  value  compared 
with  the  Japanese  yen  and  West  Ger- 
man mark  during  the  past  two  years. 

The  major  causes  of  the  decline  are  a 
record  U.S.  trade  deficit  of  $26  billion 
and  a  payments  deficit  of  $20  billion. 

Treasury  Secretary  Michael  Blu- 
menthal  told  the  opening  session  of  the 
IMF  that  the  United  States  was  trying  to 
attack  inflation,  now  expected  to  reach 
a  7  percent  this  year. 

Blumenthal  also  supported  an  ex- 
panded watchdog  role  for  the  IMF  in 
the  adjustment  of  currency  values. 

He  called  for  regular  reports  by  the 
IMF  on  what  individual  countries  are 
doing  to  correct  imbalances  in  their  in- 
ternational payments,  since  payment 
surpluses  or  deficits  have  a  direct  bear- 
ing on  the  value  of  national  currencies 
and  on  fluctuations  in  the  exchange 
market. 

The  United  States  is  the  most  influen- 
tial member  of  the  IMF  and  provides 
about  20  percent  of  its  financing.  Along 
with  its  market-stabilizing  mission,  the 
United  Nations-affiliated  body  makes 
loans  to  governments  in  financial  diffi- 
culties.

Recently,  while  on  a  trip  to  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.,  I  read  that  Gov.

In  simple  terms,  this  means 
that  it  will  cost  more  to  build  the  waterway 
than  the  investment  will  return.  That  would  be 
like  putting  $100  in  the  bank  today  and  only 
having  $90  three  months  from  now. 

And  who  is  to  pay  for  this  project?  The 
taxpayers,  of  course!  And  just  who  will  benefit 
the  most  from  it?  The  barge  owners  and  opera- 
tors, of  course!  Barge  owners  will  be  provided, 
at  no  cost  and  no  charge,  a  much  shorter  route 
to  haul  vast  quantities  of  coal  from  Appalachia 
to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Not  only  will  the  tax- 
payers pay  the  initial  cost,  but  they  will  also 
pay  the  costs  of  maintaining  and  operating  the 
waterway  so  that  barge  owners  can  make  a 
healthy  profit.

aware  of  the  fact  that  this  waterway  will  essen- 
tially parallel  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad's  main  line  track.  The  L&N  will  not 
be  able  to  compete  with  the. government-subsi- 
dized barge  operators  and  will  lose  its  primary 
money  earner,  coal  traffic.  Is  the  governor  of 
Kentucky  so  feeble-minded  that  he  cannot  un- 
derstand what  this  would  do  to  his  state?  What- 
ever jobs  are  gained  by  Kentuckians  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Tenn-Tom  will  be  more  than 
offset  by  the  loss  of  jobs  to  L&N  employees. 
Corbin,  a  principal  L&N  terminal,  will  essen- 
tially cease  to  exist.
